RADIO ETHIOPIA JULY 8 CARRIED FOLLOWING LIST OF NAMES OF PERSONS 
INVITED BY ARMED FORCES COORDINATING COMMITTEE TO SURRENDER 
THEMSELVES FORTHWITH (CF PARAS 6, 10 AND 1 1 (C) REFTEL). LIST 
PRECEDED BY STATEMENT SUMMARIZED AS FOLLOWS: 

AS FOLLOWING OFFICIALS HAVE FAILED TURN THEMSELVES IN VOLUN- 
TARILY, ARMED FORCES COORDINATING COMMITTEE (AFCC) COMPELLED MAKE 
THEIR NAMES PUBLIC. PUBLIC ASKED HELP HAND THEM OVER. THEY 
SHOULD, HOWEVER, BE TREATED LEGALLY. PUBLIC ALSO INVITED INFORM 
SECURITY ORGANS OF THESE OFFICIALS HIDING PLACES. THOSE OFFICIALS 
WHO ENRICHED THEMSELVES UNLAWFULLY WILL BE TRIED UNDER "SUPER 
VISION" OF AFCC. AS FROM TODAY (JULY 8) FORMER OFFICIALS STILL 
IN HIDING WILL BE PURSUED AND DETAINED WHEN CAUGHT. IF THEY NOW 
FAIL TO SURRENDER VOLUNTARILY THEY WILL BE CONSIDERED AS ENEMIES 
OF EMPEROR AND ETHIOPIAN PEOPLE. STRONG MEASURES WILL BE TAKEN 
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IN ADDITION TO CONFISCATING THEIR PROPERTY. THOSE WHO COOPERATE 
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WITH OR HIDE THEM WILL ALSO BE DEALT WITH SEVERELY. THE PROPERTY 
OF THOSE LISTED SHOULD NOT BE SOLD OR BOUGHT ON PAIN OF PENALTY.

FAIL TURN THEMSELVES IN. PRESUMABLY THIS WILL COME CLEARER 
LATER. HOWEVER, POSSIBLE DISPOSSESSION OF PEOPLE LIKE RAS MESFIN 
CLEARLY COULD HAVE FAR-REACHING SOCIAL AND POLITICAL IMPLICATIONS. 
MOREOVER. INVITATION TO ETHIOPIAN PEOPLE ENSURE THAT INDIVIDUALS 
CITED ARE TAKEN INTO CUSTODY ONE NOT DEVOID OF RISK DESPITE 
INJUNCTION THEY SHOULD BE TREATED "LEGALLY" SINCE SOME OF THOSE 
ON LIST MAY NOT BE PREPARED SURRENDER PEACEFULLY TO ANYONE. 
STATEMENT CITED ABOVE ALSO STRENGTHENS INDICATIONS REACHING US 
THAT IT INTENDED TRY THESE INDIVIDUALS OUTSIDE EXISTING JURIDICAL 
STRUCTURE, VIZ., UNDER SUPERVISION AFCC. IN ANY CASE LIST 
STRONGLY SUGGESTS THAT PRESSURES FOR MORE FAR-REACHING REFORM 
ACTION REMAIN HIGH. ACCORDINGLY, WE ICLINED BELIEVE THAT 
DISSIPATION THESE PRESSURES LIKELY HAVE TAKE PRECEDENCE OVER 
NORMALIZATION IEG OPERATIONS FOR SOME TIME TO COME. END COMMENT.
